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Variety of events planned 
for 31st GCAA Reunion 


From the dedication of the Ole Jim 
and Elstad Auditorium to a campus 
fair, art exhibit, performances and 
much more, Gallaudet College Alumni 
Association’s upcoming reunion is jam- 
packed with events for both alumni and 
other members of the campus com- 
munity. 

The 31st GCAA Triennial Reunion 
will be held on campus from June 
24-27, and about 300 registered par- 
ticipants are expected to show up for 
the event. It is also estimated that 
another 200 or so people in the 
metropolitan Washington area will visit 
campus during the reunion. Although 
some events do require registration, 
there are plenty of others that don’t re- 
quire registration and are open to 
anyone who wants to attend. 

Even before the reunion gets under- 


way on Thursday, June 24, a number 
of other activities are planned in con- 
nection with the event. 

The GCAA Art, Craft and Photo- 
graphy Exhibition opens Tuesday, June 
22 and runs through June 26. 
Gallaudet alumni, deaf-non- 
Gallaudetians, students presently at- 
tending schools and programs for the 
deaf throughout the world and 
members of the Gallaudet community 
can enter their works. Sales will be con- 
ducted on Saturday, June 26, and cash 
prizes will be awarded to winning en- 
tries in all categories. Persons who wish 
to enter works in the exhibit should 
contact Carol Monigan, chairperson of 
the exhibit, or Mary Anne Pugin, who

Alumni House dedication to be held 


Renovation of Gallaudet’s Ole Jim is 
finally nearing completion, and a 
dedication to celebrate the re-opening 
of the old building as an Alumni House 
will be held during the 31st GCAA 
Triennial Reunion. 

Everyone from campus, as well as 
alumni and friends who will be attend- 
ing the reunion, is invited to gather at 
the building on Friday, June 25 at 3 
p.m. to celebrate the opening of the 
101-year-old facility. Following the 
dedication, a reception will be held 
from 3:30-7 p.m. 

Envelopes featuring a drawing of the 
Alumni House by deaf artist Ruth 


Peterson will be sold. These first-day 
issues, or “cachets,” often become col- 
lector’s items but will be priced at a 
‘modest 75¢. In addition to a booth set 
up in the building to sell the envelopes, 
a U.S. Postal Service representative will 
man another booth to sell 20¢ stamps 
and to cancel them with a specially 
designed hand-stamped cancellation. 
Originally built in 1881, the Ole Jim 
is located within Gallaudet’s original 
campus, an area designed by Frederick 
Law Olmsted and designated a Historic 
District by the Department of the In- 
terior. The building once housed the 
nation’s second indoor swimming pool. 


The 101-year-old Ole Jim is now ready to re-op 
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Today, although the outside of the 
building looks much the same as it did 
100 years ago, the inside is vastly dif- 
ferent. The first floor is now partitioned 
into four offices, three meeting and 
conference rooms and an open recep- 
tion area. The offices will house Mary 
Anne Pugin, coordinator of Alumni 
Relations in the Alumni and Public 
Relations Office (who will be moving in- 
to the building this week); Polly Peikoff, 
secretary and alumni records keeper; 
volunteers who work with the Alumni 
Office; and persons doing special pro- 
jects. The meeting rooms can accom-

Portrait unveiling 
for postage stamp 
set during reunion 


A highlight of the GCAA Reunion 
will be the unveiling of a portrait of 
Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet which will 
appear on a U.S. postage stamp. 

Postmaster General William F. Bolger 
will assist in the unveiling, which will 
take place on Saturday, June 26 at 4 
p.m. on Faculty Row during the Cam- 
pus Fair that is part of the GCAA Reu- 
nion. 

When the postage stamp is issued— 
probably in 1983 or 1984—it will mark 
the first time in American deaf annals 
that the U.S. Postal Service will issue a 
stamp related to deafness. The stamp 
will be part of the Great American 
series of postage stamps. 

Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet (1787- 
1851) established the first permanent 
school for the deaf in America, and 
Gallaudet College is named after him. 
Gallaudet and Laurent Clerc, a deaf 
educator from France, are the founders 
of the school now known as the 
American School for the Deaf in West 
Hartford, CT. The school and the 
methods used there became models for 
other schools for the deaf. 

The stamp, by artist Dennis Lyall, is 
the culmination of an effort that began 
in 1950 when the first proposal was 
made to the Postal Service. 

A Postal Service representative will 
also be on hand at the dedication of 
the Old Gym as the Alumni House on 
Friday, June 25, to sell a special hand 
stamp cancellation for envelopes that 
contain a drawing of the Old Gym by 
artist Ruth Peterson.

From June 21-23, a number of 
selected alumni from around the coun- 
try will be participating in the Alumni 
Leadership Training Program (ALTP). 
And on Wednesday, June 23—the day 
before the reunion begins—an Alumni 
College will feature a variety of courses 
for reunion participants, some to be 
held in conjunction with the ALTP. 

The reunion will get underway 
Thursday, June 24, with registration in 
the Ely Center Atrium and GCAA 
business sessions. On that Thursday, 
starting at 3:15 p.m., Elstad 
Auditorium will be dedicated in honor 
of Gallaudet’s third president, Leonard 
Elstad. Dr. Elstad presently lives in Min- 
nesota and he and his wife have been 
invited to attend the dedication and 
stay for the reunion. 

In connection with the Elstad dedica- 
tion, a new half-hour film, “Our 
Priceless Gift: An Introduction to the 
George W. Veditz Film Collection,” will 
be shown. Persons in the Theatre Arts 
Department have been working to put 
together the film, which will contain 
short clips from a number of films and 
videotapes—past through present— 
involving deaf people or the deaf ex- 
perience. Veditz, an early president of 
the National Association of the Deaf, 
encouraged putting sign language on 
film as early as 1910, and the current 
film will feature some footage from a 
1910 NAD film. Also included will be 
lectures and dramatic events, including 
parts of the Theatre Arts Department’s 
recent plays. The new film will also be 
shown over the Gallaudet Cable Televi- 
sion during the reunion, and the 
original films will be available through 
the Archives in the Learning Center. 

That Thursday evening, following a

The big event on Friday, June 25, 
will be the dedication of the Ole Jim as 
an Alumni House, to begin at 3 p.m. 
(see related story). A reception will also 
be held in the Alumni House, which 
was originally built in 1881 and which 
has been renovated to accommodate 
alumni programs as well as a faculty- 
staff-alumni dining hall and conference 
rooms.

modate such alumni activities as re- 
unions, leadership training workshops 
and alumni-sponsored youth activities 
and can also be used by the Gallaudet 
community. Kitchen facilities and a 
dumbwaiter are located on the first 
floor, and the building also contains an 
elevator and additional fire stairways. 

The second floor, with its soaring 32- 
foot-high ceiling, is not yet ready for 
use, but when completed will serve as a 
dining hall and lounge for faculty, staff, 
alumni and visitors. Large meetings or 
banquets can also be held there. 

It is hoped that the dining area will 
be open by the time school starts next 
fall. Lunch will be served every week- 
day by Marriott. Some of the food will 
be cooked in the College Cafeteria and 
catered; other food can be cooked in 
the Alumni House, which has equip- 
ment for heating and storing food. 

Beer and wine will be served during 
lunch and also during a “happy hour” 
in the afternoon. Gallaudet has applied 
for a Class D liquor license and will be 
having a hearing shortly with the 
Alcoholic Beverage Commission to get 
the license approved. Gallaudet is also 
checking into the possibility of getting a 
license for hard liquor but as of now, 
only beer and wine will be served in the 
Alumni House. 

It has not yet been decided if there

will be a membership fee charged for 
using the dining facilities in the Alumni 
House. An Alumni House Advisory 
Council, comprised of alumni, faculty 
and staff, will be drafting guidelines 
about use of space and other policies. 
Members of the Council are Jack Gan- 
non, director of the Alumni and Public 
Relations Office and executive secretary 
of the Gallaudet College Alumni 
Association, Associate Professor of 
English Nancy Kensicki, who represents 
the GCAA on the Council; Associate 
Professor of Mathematics Harvey 
Goodstein, who also represents the 
GCAA,; and Associate Professor of 
Russian Charles Yeager, who 
represents the Collegiate Faculty. 

Following the GCAA Reunion, the 
Alumni House can be used by groups 
on campus as well as by alumni groups 
during the summer for meetings. 

“We have to go through a few dry 
runs to iron out the bugs,” said Mary 
Anne Pugin. “We hope people will 
understand that. We’re open to ideas 
and suggestions.” Anyone with com- 
plaints or suggestions on improving the 
use of the space can contact Pugin at 
x5 105.

Many people on campus, as well as 
alumni from throughout the country, 
worked hard ‘to help raise the money to 
renovate the Old Jim. Inside the 
building, a plaque will list donors who 
contributed $500 or more. Money is 
still being sought for an endowment 
fund which will ensure that the building 
is maintained in proper condition.

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National Academy staff reorganized 


Gallaudet’s National Academy re- 
cently has undergone a limited staff 
reorganization. Although the main ob- 
jectives of the Academy remain, per- 
sonnel within the unit have different 
responsibilities. 

The National Academy is now di- 
vided into two major areas. The Office 
of Program Research and Development 
is responsible for the research and de- 
velopment of programs, related infor- 
mation and resource materials for pro- 
fessional level training of lawyers, 
employers, social workers, government 
officials, engineers, scientists, psychol- 
ogists and other professionals who 
deliver services to people with sensory, 
mobility, communication, mental and 
emotional disabilities. This office is also 
responsible for researching and 
assembling information and resources 
appropriate for lay people and the 
disabled population. Myra Per-Lee has 
accepted an appointment to serve as 
director of this office. 

The Office of Training is responsible 
for the planning and administration of 
training programs for professional level 
training of lawyers, nurses, physicians, 
employers, social workers, government 
officials, engineers, scientists, psychol- 
ogists and other professionals who 
serve persons with disabilities. The of- 
fice is also responsible for planning and 


administering training programs to meet 
the needs of disabled populations. Gina 
Oliva is now the director of this office. 

Per-Lee has held two posts at 
Gallaudet since October, 1980. She 
was the project director of a federally- 
funded project to educate vic- 
tim/witness and criminal justice person- 
nel about the special needs of disabled 
victims of and witnesses to crime. Her 
last position was with the Office of the 
Vice President for Public Services as 
project coordinator of employer training 
for special populations. She received 
her BA and MA degrees from George 
Washington University. 

Oliva was the coordinator of Com- 
munity Development Programs before 
becoming director for the Office of 
Training. Prior to working for the Na- 
tional Academy; she was staff assistant 
with the Office of the President and 
director of the Student Union. She 
received her BA from Washington Col- 
lege and MA from Gallaudet. 

Also, Terri Baker has been promoted 
from the position of program planning 
assistant to that of logistics coordinator. 
Pat Hunter is now technical services 
specialist after serving as administrative 
secretary. Diana Lusker has become 
the new administrative secretary/inter- 
preter.

The Clergy Training Program is open 
to church professionals of any 
denomination and will include exposure 
to a variety of academic and practical 
experiences in ministering to deaf in- 
dividuals. The program includes classes 
in sign language, and lecture and study 
sessions led by experts in the areas of 
audiology, education and psychology of 
deafness, counseling, communication 
and legislation. 

In addition to activities at Gallaudet, 
participants will also visit government 
and national agencies serving the deaf 
in the D.C. area.

(NIH) has announced that beginning 
Oct. 1, 1982, grant applications that 
exceed page limitations specified in the 
PHS 398 application kit will be re- 
turned. 

NIH states that it has given the scien- 
tific community an opportunity to be- 
come accustomed to these page limita- 
tions during the past two years, but the 
increasing workload it has been facing 
has necessitated taking a firm stance. 

Limitations will include a “Specific 
Aims” section not to exceed one page,

Preliminary Studies” section not to ex- 
ceed eight pages.

Advocacy Notes 





The CBS demonstration 
by Merv Garretson 


On May 19, thousands of deaf peo- 
ple in more than 100 cities picketed 
CBS affiliates in their local area. They 
were joined by parents of deaf children, 
interpreters, representatives of disabled 
groups and others interested in 
deafness. 

At issue was the continued refusal of 
CBS to participate in Line 21 closed- 
captioning on television. For more than 
two years ABC, PBS and NBC have 
provided TV access through closed 
captioning on a number of their regular 
programs and movies. Because CBS is 
developing its own teletext service, they 
have taken the position that the 
Telecaption decoder will become ob- 
solete and therefore they do not want 
to encourage purchasing of decoders by 
participating in the Line 21 system. 

The nationwide march was coordi- 
nated by the National Association of 


the Deaf through its member state 
associations. While exact figures have 
yet to come in, we understand that at 
least 1,000 people marched in New 
York City, and probably between 400 
and 500 in Washington,D.C. The 
Washington group convened in 
Franklin Square where they were ad- 
dressed by Congressman David Bonior 
of Michigan, who is a member of the 
Gallaudet Board of Trustees. Con- 
gressman Bonior pointed out that deaf 
persons have a civil right to the public 
airwaves and that CBS has a corporate 
responsibility to cooperate with the 
government in making television ac- 
cessible to all Americans. Remarks 
were also made by Gertrude Galloway, 
NAD president; Merv Garretson, vice 
president; and Roz Rosen, Region 1 
member of the NAD Board of Direc- 
tors. 

At the time of this writing CBS had 
not budged from its policy of non- 
participation on Line 21.
